Kennedy also was being re­ 
m em bered in the prayers of the 
priests at St. Matthews Cathe­ 
dral. where world leadens gath­ 
ered for bis funeral in 1963. 
At Arlington, the num ber of 
visitors to the Kennedy grave 
has dropped little through the 
years although it fluctuates with 
the tourist season.

of his nomination of Judge Clement F. Haynsworth Jr. 
But the President will wait until after Congress 
opens its new session in January to submit another nom­ 
ination. Any nomination sent to the Senate this year 
would automatically lapse when the current session ends 
next month, unless confirmed before adjournment. 
The vote Friday, which climaxed a hitter three- 
month struggle over judicial ethics and philosophy, was 
Nixon’s most severe congressional defeat since he took 
office.

John Cardinal Dearden. arch­ 
bishop of Detroit, wrote pastors 
that a»n im m ediate study will be 
m ade to find the schools that 
m ust be closed. Officials said 
132 schools, with total enroll­ 
ment of 65,000 students, are los­ 
ing money. 
There are 350 schools in the 
eight-county archdiocese. 
H ie Most 
Rev. 
Thom as 
J. 
Gumbleton, vicar 
general 
for 
archdiocesan parishes, said the 
report of possible school closings 
was not m ade by the archdio­ 
cese to get state aid for non- 
public schools. 
A bill providing money to pay 
nonpublic 
school 
teachers 
is 
pending in the State Legislature. 
He said, however, if fhe Cath­ 
olic schools close their doors, 
many children will have to go to 
{Hi bl ic schools. 
Gumbleton said the proposed 
state aid could rem edy the fi­ 
nancial plight of some schools, 
while keeping the other schools 
from developing financial prob­ 
lems. 
He said the schools in jeopar­ 
dy had either a deficit last year 
or a surplus too sm all to meet 
future costs. Sixty-seven of the 
schools are in Detroit, he said. 
The bishop said closing De­ 
troit school 
would cause white 
families 
to move to 
suburbs 
since “ m any middle-class white 
families feel the best education 
is in the parochial schools.” 
Cardinal

asked parishes to subm it their

“ We hope to have recom m en­ 
dations by the end of January 
so parents can know, well in ad­ 
vance of the close of the school 
j year, what happened,” Gumble­ 
ton said.

The tonnage of commercially 
caught fish in the Great Lakes 
is increasing in Canadian wa­ 
ters and 
declining in 
United 
States waters, according to a 
report of the Great Lakes Com­ 
mission. 
According to the report of the 
Commission, which was estab­ 
lished by interstate compact in 
1955, the pounds of commerci­ 
ally caught fish declined from 
1967 to 1968 by about 12 mil­ 
lion pounds. 
Breakdown 
of the 
figures 
show, however, that the drop 
was altogether within U. S. wa­ 
ters and that a substantial in­ 
crease in the commercial fish 
take occurred in Canadian wa­ 
ters of the Great Lakes. The 
figures: 
U. S. waters — total amounts 
taken in 1967 was 81 million 
and for 1968 it was 67, down 
14 million. 
Canadian 
waters 
— 
total 
pounds taken in 1967 was 45 
million and for 1968 it was 48 
million, up 3 million pounds. 
Fewer Alewives 
The Commission 
notes that 
although there is a total de­ 
cline of about 12 million pounds 
of fish taken by the commercial 
fisheries of Canada 
and the 
U. S.. the loss in dollar value 
is only $300,000. 
“This substantial decline in 
landings was primarily due to 
a lower alewife harvest in Lake 
Michigan,” says the Commis­ 
sion. “In fact, excluding this 
species, the weight of the 1968 
total Great Lakes commercial 
catch was up about 2.8 million 
pounds from 1967 due to the 
gains in the Canadian catch. 
U. S. landings of species other 
than alewives totaled about 40 
million pounds for both years.” 
Particularly important to the 
Canadian fishermen is the yield 
of perch from its Great Lakes 
waters — a catch that was 52 
per cent of their total take and 
climbed 
by 
some 
3 million 
pounds to a total of 24 million 
pounds in 1968. 
Coho Situation 
U. S. fishermen took only a 
little 
more 
than 
5 million 
pounds last year, a slight de­ 
cline from the year before. 
Some 
other 
comparisons: 
U. S. catch of smelt in 1968 
was 3 million pounds, Canadian 
take 15.5 million pounds; lake 
herring — 2.7 million pounds 
in Canada, 3.1 in U. S.; white- 
fish — 1.7 in U.S., I million 
pounds in Canada. 
The U. S. take of coho salmon 
shows nearly 2 million pounds 
taken commercially in U. S. 
waters; none in Canada. How­ 
ever. there are no restrictions 
on the netting of salmon by 
commercial fishermen in Cana­ 
dian waters, and they are be­ 
ing taken in quantity, although 
the report does not list salmon 
among species taken. 


Michigan Department of Na­ 
tural Resources, which makes 
the salmon plantings for sports 
fishery development, does not 
permit 
Michigan 
commercial 
fishermen to take cohos. 
Lake Superior 
Lake Michigan was the lar­ 
gest 
producer of 
commercial 
fish among the 
Great Lakes 
with 45 million pounds; Lake 
Erie was second with ll mil­ 
lion 
pounds; 
Lake 
Superior 
third with 6 million. 
But, says the 
Great Lakes 
Commission, Lake Michigan has 
its problems. In contrast to an 
increase in the production of 
chubs in Lake Michigan, “the 
yellow perch catch presents a 
dismal outlook as the annual 
production 
of 
4-5 
million 
pounds in the early 1960’s fell 
to a new low 
of 632,000 
in 
1968.” 
The Commission says it “ap­ 
pears” that “competition for 
food 
from the 
alewife” 
has 
hampered the perch in growing 
to a marketable size” in Lake 
Michigan. 
Lake Superior is off as a fish 
producer in U.S. waters — lake 
herring down 
to 3.7 
million 
pounds from 10-11 million in

School Survey 


The Escanaba Area Board of Education is 
taking a bold although somewhat risky move in 
asking public opinion on school circumstances 
in a survey questionnaire to be distributed to 
parents in the area. It should be welcomed by 
the people in the district. 
In recent years — particularly during times 
of financial problems and millage elections which 
have lost repeatedly in the district — the Board 
of Education and school administration have 
been roundly criticized for alleged “credibility” 
gaps and for their failure to communicate with 
the people of the district. Board members are 
sensitive to this type of allegation. 
But being sensitive and doing something 
about it are different 
matters. In 
a district 
with over 4.500 pupils scattered throughout 
the city and three townships, it is difficult and 
costly to reach into every home. 
And so with the questionnarie, the first at­ 
tempted in the Escanaba Area in recent years 
and perhaps the first of its typo ever distribu­ 
ted. the hope is that parents will be honest with 
the district. 
♦

* 
Although public opinion surveys are gener­ 
ally accepted as a way of life in America, the 
Board of Education 
is sticking its neck out. 
There are 33 questions in the survey, many of 
them with several parts, and a place to write 
additional comments. In an effort to get an hon­ 
est sampling of opinion, respondents are not be­ 
ing asked to sign their names. 
Some of the questions, however, could pose 
problems. 
The school board asks, for example: 
“Do you think we should add to the indus­ 
trial arts or trades? Yes. only if funds from the 
federal government are available. . . . Yes, even 
if we have to pay for it ourselves . . . . No 
, 
Don’t know.. . 
“Some people 
feel that 
the onlv 
way 
schools can continue 
the services 
the people 
want, or to add new services that the people 
asked for, is to increase taxes. If this would be 
true in the Escanaba area, do you think taxes 
should be increased or should school services be 
cut? Taxes increased . . . . School services cut . . . 
If you think that school services should be cut, 
which ones would you be willing to have re­ 
moved . . . . 
“When one of our schools becomes over­ 
crowded should the administration: Transport 
children to a less crowded school . . . .Build 
classrooms at the overcrowded school . . . Use 
mobile classrooms (classrooms in a trailer) . . . . 
Use the cheapest method to solve the prob­ 
lem . . . . Use the best method for the child­ 
ren . . . . ” 
* 
* 
* 
Questions of that type, while they directly 
apply to the district, involve major policy deci­ 
sions which will face the Board of Education, 
perhaps in the near future, and in asking nub- 
lic opinion through a survey the Board of Edu­ 
cation is making itself vulnerable to criticism on 
two accounts: 
I, the board could take action opposed to 
what is indicated by the survey, or 2, that the 
board could use the survey as a crutch to avoid 
making the difficult decisions itself. 
A survey of this type, although certainly 
useful, cannot in any sense be regarded as a 
definitive statement of public opinion. There is 
no scientific sampling here. The board is taking 
what it can get and so the results may or may 
not reflect the thinking in the community, par­ 
ticularly on issues where there can be honest 
division of opinion. 
In addition: on some of the policy-oriented 
questions, the public in general does not have 
the data available to make an intelligent recom­ 
mendation. What may be valid today, may not 
be next week or next month. 
Nevertheless, there has to be some benefit 
from the survey. 
It is an effort to reach out to the commu­ 
nity, to reach those parents who have never at­ 
tended a Board of Education meeting. It is an 
indication that the Board of Education is inter­ 
ested in finding problem areas before they de­ 
velop into crisis situations. 
When the results are tabulated, however, 
the public and the Board of Education should 
apply them only as the “guidelines” that they 
are.

on

bonds and other forms of debt 
cl the state and its local gov­ 
ernments and school districts. 
The vote to lift the ceiling 
was 50-31. It failed by five 
votes, as 56 votes were need­ 
ed for passage. When the Leg­ 
islature meets again in early 
December there will be anoth­ 
er effort to remove the ceiling. 
The effort to remove the in­ 
terest ceiling on government 
bonds results from a shortage 
of credit which has made it im­ 
possible for many cities and 
school districts to sell bond is­ 
sues this year. 
And this is only one evidence 
of a tight money situation that 
is generally evident in the Up­ 
per Peninsula and which af­ 
fects everyone. People who at­ 
tempt to borrow, to mortgage 
and to use other forms of cred­ 
it quickly learn a fact of life 
which has deep economic ef­ 
fects. 
Money All Out 
Some Upper Peninsula banks 
have nearly 80 per cent of their 
deposits loaned locally, a situa­ 
tion resulting from the tight 
money condition and 
banks’ 
efforts to cope with. it, which 
bankers describe as “an un­ 
comfortable 
position.” 
Banks 
have to keep a cash reserve of 
six to 12 per cent; a secondary 
reserve against unexpected de­ 
clines is accepted good bank­ 
ing practice, and they must al­ 
so have cash on hand to do 
business with, so when they 
have nearly 80 
per 
cent of 
their money loaned out, their 
working margin is very thin. 
Educators and municipal of­ 
ficials unable to market bonds 
to finance long 
term 
public 
debts for construction projects 
are urging the Legislature to 
remove the interest ceiling so 
they can sell their bonds. The 
Legislature appears to be mov­ 
ing toward this decision, with 
its 
misgivings 
rising 
partly 
from fear that the public may 
not understand 
the 
problem 
and think that the Legislature 
has arbitrarily raised the price 
of money (interest.) 
Two Thoughts 
There are two 
schools 
of 
thought on the problem, which 
is not really a ’new one, but 
one which 
rises 
periodically 
when there is great demand 
for credit, as at the present 
time. 
The Michigan State Depart­ 
ment * of Commerce is urging 
the Legislature to remove the 
ceiling on interest and it has 
set forth its thinking on the 
subject in a letter to Gov. Wil­ 
liam Milliken. 
It says that if the ceiling is 
removed the state would need 
increased revenues to pay the 
higher interest cost, but that if 
it is not removed, where the 
state cannot sell its bonds at 
the six per cent interest rate 
it 
will 
have to find other 
sources of funds than bonding 
or forego the construction that 
needs financing. 
Status Questioned 
Anadded reason for the diffi­ 
culty in m arket ng municipal 
bonds, 
besides 
the 
general 
tight credit situation, is 
that 
Congress 
is 
talking 
about 
changing the tax- froe status of 
such bonds. 
This would, 
of 
course, 
reduce 
their 
yield, 
which, to a person or institu­

equivalent basis. 
An

persons who want to keep the 
interest ceiling is that Congress 
may not tamper with the tax 
free status of municipal bonds 
and that interest rates may de­ 
cline when this position is fin­ 
ally clarified. 
(City 
officials 
are urging Congress to keep the 
tax-free status 
of 
municipal 
bonds because they are having 
great difficulty financing capi­ 
tal debt for big projects like 
sewage treatment, etc.) 
The argument

by 
persons who want the ceiling 
removed is that the ceiling does 
not keep municipal credit costs 
under the six per cent ceiling 
in times like the present when 
the market price of money ii 
so much higher than the ceil­ 
ing; it simply makes such bond 
issues difficult or impossible to 
sell, because investors put their 
money in other municipal is­ 
sues of other states not subject 
to the low ceiling. 
Other Bonds Better 
Triple A rated utilities (tax­ 
able) now command an inter­ 
est rate of eight per cent or 
more so they appeal to insti­ 
tutional investor and make a 
broader market for such bonds 
than for municipals, which are 
sold mostly to banks and to in­ 
dividuals. Banks are at present 
not in position to invest heav­ 
ily in such bonds because of 
the other credit demands upon 
the banks, as well as because 
of the municipals’ lower yield. 
If municipalities and school 
districts could curb their bor­ 
rowing their action should help 
to reduce interest by reducing 
the pressures on credit, but 
usually they are disinclined to 
do this because they fear that 
with the rising costs of con­ 
struction it will cost 
them 
even more than higher interest 
charges now 
to build

with higher construction costs. 
And municipalities are under 
orders from the state to re­ 
move phosphates from

action if they delay. 
Government anti - pollution 
efforts are increasing the muni­ 
cipal credit problem by de­ 
mands upon cities to clean up. 
20-30 Year Debts 
“There are so many borrow­ 
ers now whose debts have got 
to run 20 to 30 years.” said 
an Upper 
Peninsula 
banker 
“that there is great risk for the 
investor—not in ultimate 
re­ 
payment. but in the loss of in­ 
come from such long range 
financing with all its uncer­ 
tainties 
about 
conditions 
30 
years from now.” 
“The demands on every side 
for credit are so great that it 
would take a depression to cut 
the demand for money and I 
don’t even know if that would 
do it. Many states 
have 
no 
ceilings on bond 
interest so 
they will get their bonds sold. 
“This is not to say that in­ 
terest may not come down in 
the next six months. The in­ 
dex for new A-rated municipal 
bonds for the week ending 
Nov. 17 was 6.17 per cent in­ 
terest and $1,215 billion of such 
bonds were unsold. The month­ 
ly average two years ago in 
November was 4.34 per cent 
and now it is 6.28 per cent; 
that’s a gain of nearly 50 per­ 
cent and if you want to borrow 
you’ve got to pay the interest 
or someone else gets the mon­ 
ey.

Economist Rates Recession 
Greater Threat Than Inflation 


ANN ARBOR (AP) — A re­ 
cession “with sizeable unem­ 
ployment” is viewed as a greater 
threat than inflation by a Uni­ 
versity of Michigan economist, 
who called for a reversal of the 
government’s tight-money policy. 
The recession threat was pic­ 
tured by Prof. George Katona 
in a speech before the 17th Con­ 
ference on the Economic Out­ 
look. He is director of the Eco­ 
nomic Behavior Program in the 
university’s Institute for Social 
Research. 
His subject was “Short-Term 
Outlook,” and he said his pessi­ 
mistic view' about tile near fu­ 
ture should be contrasted with 
an optimistic view about the 
more distant future. 
No Debt Burden 
‘“Extensive survey studies in­ 
dicate,” 
he 
said, 
“that 
the 
American consumer is not over­ 
burdened by debt and is not sat­ 
urated. He desires many goods 
and services and aspires to a 
future increase in his well-being. 
When not hit hard by bad news, 
he will recover his optimism.’’ 
Katona 
said 
“good news,” 
particularly in the areas of 
Vietnam peace, a slowdown in 
price increases 
and 
loosening 
of the tight-money policy, is 
needed to reverse whet he de­ 
scribed as “current consumer 
pessuuunL” 


He reported studies by the uni­ 
versity’s Survey Research Cen­ 
ter show a decline in consumer 
sentiment to buy and said this 
probably 
will 
contribute 
to 
a decline of 5 to IO per cent in 
1970 new car sales. 
Policy Impedes 
Katona said “it is doubtful 
whether 
tight 
money 
helps 
greatly against inflation,” and 
said 
government policy “im­ 
pedes the most powerful weapons 
against inflation, 
namely 
in­ 
crease in production and in 
productivity.” 
Two colleagues told the con­ 
ference earlier they anticipate a 
6 per cent increase in gross na­ 
tional product (GNP) in 1970, 
compared with a 1969 projection 
of a 7% rise. 
And Profs. Saul H. Hymans 
and Harold T. Shapiro said 
they anticipate 4V4 per cent of 
the anticipated 1970 growth in 
GNP will be represented by 
price rises. 
They 
estimated 
price rises accounted for 
per cent this year. 
Weak Economy? 
Reporting for the Research 
Seminar in Quantitative Eco­ 
nomics, Hymans and Shapiro 
said they expect unemploym ent 
of approximately 4.5 per cent 
for the year as a whole, up 
about ^ per cent from 1969.
